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the sale of milk commonly known as ‘‘skimmed milk,”’ when the
same 1s sold as and for ‘‘skimmed milk.”’ Mik drawn from
cows within eight days before or four days after parturition,
or malk to which has been added or into which has been intro-
duced any coloring matler or chemical or preservative or dele-
lerious or filthy substance or mik drawn from cows kept in a
filthy or unclean condition, or milk drawn from any sick or
diseased cow or cow having ulcers or olther running sores, or
milk drawn from cows fed unwholesome food, or milk contami-
nated by being kept in stables conteining cattle or other ani-
mals and cream from any such milk, or cream tn any stage of
pulrefaction are hereby declared to be unclean and unsanitary
milk or unclean and unsanitary cream, as the case may be.

CHAPTER 140.

AN ACT to regulate the manufacture and sale of firecrackers.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

What firecrackers not to be manufactured or sold. Secrioxn
1. No person shall sell or keep for sale, or manufacture or
bring into this state for use therein, any firecrackers contaic-
ing dynamite, chlorale of polash, or any explosive, except or-
dinary gun powder, composed of sallpeter, sulphur and char-
coal. No fireeracker composed of ordinary gun powder shall be
sold or kept for sale unless the same shall be five inches in length
or less and not more the [than] seven-eighths of an inch in
diameter. Any person violating the provisions of this section
shall be subject to be punished by a fine of not less than fifty
dollars and not more than one hundred dollars, or by imprison-
ment in the county jail for a term of not less than six months
nor more than one year, or both, in the diseretion of the courl.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after January 1lst, 1906.
